Gen. Willi2m 
Lassiter, in charge of military operations 
and training, appeared before the. com- 
mittee to present the War Department's 
views on the. subject of the House cut, 
the former insisting that the onéaniza- 
tion was strained to the breaking point 
now under the forced reduction of a 
year ago, and. the latter Pescribing the 
plan edopted by the Gepartment for 
‘“bullding up: at low. expense’’ the 
forces required in a national emérgency? 

“If provision is not. made’ for 150,000 
men,’’' said General Harbord,.‘‘ then we 
who are, charged - with’ operation and 
maintenance of the work must ask Con- 
gress to restate for us ‘the mifsaion of 
the army.”’

WOOD AT MANILA. 

When LzonArp Woop went out. to 
the. Philippines, where jhe had been 
known only as a soldier, to fill the. 
civil post of Governor General, he had 
to live up-to’ the reputation given him 
by: Lord Cromer, the organizer of 
Egypt, who had said that Woop’s 
achievement in. Cuba was the best 
colonial work of the century. \indeed, 
Lzeonarp Woop had to surpass him- 
self, for the job in the Philippines was 
thore complicated and problematical. 
The people. “had been promised inde- 
pendence when they were fit for it; 
the time being Jeft indefinite; their 
political leadefs,. among them men of 
ability and character, demanded that 
the promise be kept ‘with no more de-:

fare had not been practical, .and edu- 
cation as well as public works had de- 
clined.

Only 4 minority could qualify, and 
the politicians controlled it. 

According to Justice Finuir Joun- 
son of the Supreme Court of the Phil- 
ippimes. who has come to the United 
States to report conditions to the Pres- 
ident, the soldierly Governor General 
is **‘ making good.” ‘The expenses of 
administration have been reduced by 
25,000,000 pesos, ‘or 25. per cent. The} 
finances have been stabilized by timely. 
legislation: tmdebtedness ‘of the 
islands has been limited to 10 per 


‘cent. of the assessed value of the land. 


Sanitary conditions. have been im- 
proved. But.General Woon’s personal 
success is perhaps better shown by his 
popularity among all. classes, includ- 
ing the politicians.

A Chicago dispatch gives the Summer 
tive from May 15 in some districts, 
and, from June 15 in others, there will 
be cuts of from 25 to 45 per. cent. to’ 
Western resorts and 20 per cent. to 
Eastern. The present rates are “so. 
high that it is not surprising to find 
the reductions greater than was-usual 
in the prewar schedules. Summer 
round-trip tickets will be sold daily 
untjl October at single fares plus aildi- 
tions of ‘from one-tenth to one-half 
the regular fares. The larger  re- 
ductions are fror the longer distances, 
to and from the Yellowstoné, Colo-. 
rado, or ‘‘ the Coast.’’ ‘* Home- 
seeker "’ fares are revived, the rates 
being .$2 in addition to a single fare, 
but the sale# are restricted to the first 
and third Tuesdays of each month, 

This ‘ considerable cheapening of 
travel shows the readiness of the rail- 
ways to reduce rates when they think 
that it is good business. They will be 
willing to reduce freight rates when 
they believe the conditions fayorable. 
Recent cuts in freight rates have not 
been followed by increase of traffic, 
though increases of traffic have been 
realized where rates had not been re- 
duced. Freight travels only one way, 
and excursion freight rates are not 
possiblé, The proposal to reduce pas- 
senger fares and raise freight rates; 
because freight does not vote, was 
more popular than sensible. But. the 
railways are entitled to any popular- 
ity which may result from the reduc- 
tion of Summer passenger fares.

Like so many statements that have been 
made recently in regard to the Russian 
transportatién © system. and 
break-down which it is “supposed; in -the 
United States, to, have suffered, this is an 
error. Twelve lihes of railroads serve the 
Volga” and only the Saratov throygh 
line passes by way ‘of Koslov, Tambov, 
forty-five miles nearer the Volga, being the 
junction for two Volga lines; while, Penza 
also boasts only one Volga line, and that 
one is one of the two separate lines serv- 
ing Syzran and Samara. The ” principal 
southern port of entry is Novorossisk, and 
shipments from that port to the Volga go 
direct to Tsaritsin. Up to March 1 thirty 
trainloads: of approximately one 
cars had gone from that port to the Volga 
in less -than a month—which .is far from 
showing any break-down ‘of the transporta-

Anson Filled First Professional En- 
gagement in 1873 and Played = / 
Until Retirement in 1897. 


CHICAGO, April 14,— Adrian C, 
(* Pop ") ‘Anson, ‘the Grand: Old’ Man, 
of Baseball,” died this af in St. 
Luke's Hospital, two days ore his 
seventicth birthday. Stricken Sunday 
with a glandular ailmént while out walk- 
ing, he was rushed ‘to the hospital and 
operated on the next day. For a time it 
was believed he would recover, but. a 


‘relapse set in this morning and the end 


came quickly. 

“The news spread rapidly” throughout 
the city, causing: grief to thousands .of 
followers. of baseball... Baseball Com- 
missioner Landis, when informed of 
Anson's death, exclaimed: 

‘*Not ‘Pop’ Anson! You don’t mean 
my ‘old ffiend ‘Pop’ is dead! Oh, I 
just can’t say anything! ’’ 

One of the great rés of baseball 
history, Anson* grew up. with the na- 
tional game, for when he first began to 
swing his bat against a ball the game 
was just emerging. from the old “ round- 
ers’’ stage. Phe first team he -played 
on was a sort of family affair, his own 
father, tradition has it, peing one of the 
nine. This was in his birthplace, Mar- 
shaltown, Iowa, and the lanky young- 
ster showed enough to be sought in 1871 
by: the.

‘“‘a man 6f the people, a man of the 
type of Mayor Hylan*’ would be the 
Democratic nominee for President. 

Asked if Mayor Hylan would be a 
candidate, Mr. Hirshfield replied that 
as he had never talked with the Mayor 
about ‘the matter, he did not ‘know. 
“ But,’ Mr. Hirshfield added, ‘’I am 
firmly convinced that; no matter who 
the next “Demotratic ‘candidate for 
President may be, he will undoubtedly 
be a man of the people, a man of the 
type, personality, honesty, steadfast- 
neas, loyalty and courage of Mayor 
Hylan.”’ ae 

Mr. Hirshfield ‘took issue with Gov- 

ernor Cox over the latter's speech in 
New York last Saturday night, in which 
the Governes declared ithe League of Na- 
tions would remain the issue until the 
United States entered it.. Mr.’ Hirshfield 
said that Governor Cox, in 1920, made 
his run on. “ Wilsonism”’’ and _ the 
League of Nations, and, was beaten by 
7,000,000 plurality.

Francis D, Gallatin, Park ~Comm: is- 
sioner, already has given 
consent ‘to the exhibition and has asked 
the committee of the National Sculpture 
Society, of which Adolph..A. Weinman is 
Chairman, to have detailed plans ‘pre~ 
pared. <A landscape architect has been, 
engaged: by the committee and it | is 
expected that a sketch of the layout for 
the exhibition, which 'calls‘for the cut- 
ting up the Central Meadow immediately. 
north of the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art into temporary paths, will be sub- 
mitted within five or six weeks. Vari- 
ous societies interested in the preserva- 
tion of the parks for park purposes have 
begun an inquiry into the proposed. ex- 
hibition, and many of the individuals 
identified with these organizations have 
expressed opposition to the scheme. 

After\ the detailed plans have been 
sent to the Park Commissioner, they will 
have to be submitted to Mr. Burgevin. 
If he disapproves of the plan the sculp- 
tors’ efforta to get Central Park for 
their exhibition will be blocked. 

“The séulptors’ exhibition may have 
good educational features,’’ Mr. Burge- 
vin- said, ‘‘ but the’ price to the public 
would be too great if itis going to result 
in the invasion of the parks by. every 
society that wishes to hold such an af- 
fair, I do not wish to do something 
which in future years may be pointed. to 
as the breaking down of the barrier that 
has protected the parks for the public.” 

Asked about Commissioner Gallatin’s 
suggestion. that the exhibition would be 
a, demonstration of a formal garden, 
such as the Commissioner said Olmstead 
and Vaux, who laid out Central Park, 
provided in thé original plan for the 
section, Mr. ‘Burgevin said_the formal 
garden had been planned for the site of 
the present Conservatory Lake, between 
Seventy-third and Seventy-fifth Streets 
on thé Fifth Avenue side! The area 
north of the Metropolitan Museum, 
wich ts at Highty-fifth Street and Fifth 
Avenué, is on an_entirely different char- 
acter. ' 

** The dba garden was never put in, 
however, and, while.I do not know the 
reason for leaving it out, my belief is 
that it was decided that it was better to 
have the natural landscape features,”’ 
Mr. Burgevin said. 

Mr. Burgevin was asked whether the 
plan. of Olmstead and Vaux opt for 
any sculpture. 

‘* No, the plan was for a seca flower 
garden,” he said. ‘' And it is my belief 
that whoever is responsible for its omis- 
sion was right.’’

RECALLS GRANT’S WARNING. 


Dr. Finegan of Perinsyivania Dis- 
cusses Problems of Illiteracy. 


.. Had the policy recommended by Presi- 
dent Grant over half.a century ago 
been adopted, this country would now 
‘| have no problem in adult illiteracy, in 
‘the, opinion of Dr. Thomas EK, Finegan, 
‘State Superintendent of Public Instruc-. 
tion for the Commonwealth. of Pennsyl- 
vania, who has been at the Hotel Penn- 
sylvania, . 

“ Grant’s vision enabled. him to see 
the evils which would actumulate under 
the policy of the nation admitting to its 
shores from year.to year a large, body 
of adult iliiterates,” said. .Dr.. Finegan. 

“Grant saw the wisdom of insisting that 
all foreigners, literate as well as illiter- 
a who .came to this country should 
be trained to acquire a usable~ knowl- 
edge of the English language His rec- 
ommendation to Congress was: 

“*The compulsory supporty of free 
schools and the disfranchisement of all 
who cannot read and write the English 
language, after a fixed bation, would 
meet with my hear approval. For- 
eigners coming to ‘this country, who 
are 
should acquire the' requisite knowledge 

of ours during the necessary residence 
to obtain naturalization.’ 

+ * But Grant's plan was not acted upon 
favorably, and a.literacy test for aliens 
was not Voantred until the act b 
Congress in 1917 over the veto of Presi- 
dent Wilson. 

“Speaking of the special. priblem in 
my own State, which is no different 
from that of >! other,. there were ‘in 
round numbers 360,000 sons of ‘Penh-

Probably this means that’ the American 
view ofthe sterling situation has re- 
gard mostly to the actual balance’ be- 
tween our market and Europe, while the 
Wnglish view considers. political influ- 
ences. 

It is evident that the import and 
export position is not'so strikingly in 
favor of Europe as it was in February; 
for Engiand’s surplus of imports, 
though not large in March, was never- 
theless £12,000,000 greater than in the 
areceding month, while London has 
sént no gold to New York for seven 
weeks after shipping $8,300,000 during 
February... To compare the ‘movement 
of American capital into European se- 
curitiés is less easy, but it is reason- 
able to suppose «hat it must have slack- 
ened its pace since the. great rise of 
European investment prices during the 
Past few weeks. It is still, however, an 
open. question how far the course of 
exchange would respond to actually con- 
structive work at Genoa. 

The action of sterling during the 
Washington conference certainly Bhowed 
its sensitiveriess to encouraging political 
developments of the kind, But what 
we have thus far got from Genoa, in 
the way of an economic program, is ¢x- 
tremely negative in character. As yet, 
it.tends to confirm the judgment which 
looked to the conference to rule on what 
could not be done rather than,to intro- 
duce new remedies. But the discussions, 
after all, have hardly-begun. The world’s 
present mental attitudé makes ‘it pos- 
sible for the unexpected to happen at 
such deliberations as it was not in 1921 
and 1920, when the usual story was that 
the expected did not happen, 

Today’s reopening of the stock and 
bond markets will give an interesting 
test of the financial mood. Prices have 
been rising pretty rapidly on both mar- 
kets and with only momentary {inter- 
ruption. Reflections on a holiday are 
traditionally apt to bring in outside or- 
ders when the market’s position is dis- 
tinctly inviting, but. holidays also serve 
as an opportunity for reconsidering im- 
pulsive’ conclusions if the pace has been 
too fast. Probably most experienced 
ebservers would say that, with the pub- 
lies mind a bit excited over the course 
of prices, géneral conditions would not 
be the’worse for a precautionary check.

TESTS OF FLOOR OILS. 


Government Agency Sought to As- 
certain Darkening Effects. 


A study of the comparative darkening | 2™! 
effects of different floor oils was made 
recently under the direction of the 
United States Department of - Agricul- 
ture. over’a period of six months. Three 
types of mixtures were tested. The first 
consisted of equal parts of motor or en- 
gine oil and kerogene; the second was 
made up of one part boiled’ linseed oll 


to three parts of turpentine; the third ne 


was a widely advertised commercial oil. 
Separate mops, kept in separate wrap- 


pings, were used for the tests, and mop- Ere 


ping was done about once a week. A 
five-room occupied ret aed 
as the basis for the experiment. 

The floors, which were of pine, were 
very old and dark from. many coatings 
of shellac and varnish. Before the ex- 
periment was 
scrubbed with a strong solution of wash- 
ing soda until they were of a light 
shade. After using different oils in dif- 
ferent rooms it was found that the floor 
oil consisting of one part boiled linseed 
oil to three parts turpentine was the 
most satisfactory. This oil seemed to 
have & cleansing effect on the floors to 
which it was applied. It retained a high 
gloss and did not darken to any extent 
the floor on which it wag used. 

’ The commercial oil used.in this ex- 
periment darkened the floor to,which it 
was applied more than did the linseed- 


oil mixture, but retained more of a gloss 
the mixture of motor ofl and-kero- 
gene, which also darkened the floors.
